OUTBREAKS IN PROVINCES. 


Chicago, July 25.—Frank J. Constan¬ 
tine, the alleged murderer of Mrs. 
Louise A. Gentry, at her home 582 La¬ 
Salle avenue, Junuary 6 last, is under 
arrest In Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 

Constantine Is said to hive been 
recognized by a woman, who at one 
time lived In the apartment building 
In which the murder was committed. 
She reported to the police authorities at 
Poughkeepi;!© that the man was Con¬ 
stantine, and he was at once arrested. 
Sheriff Hoffman, of Duchess county, N. 
Y.. telegraphed to the local police that 
he was holding Constantine, saying that 
the prisoner did not deny his name, but 
claimed that he was a brother of Frank 
J. Constantine. Letters, cards and 
papers found In the possession of the 
man all bore the name of Constantine. 

The murder of Mrs. Gentry was one 
of the series of brutal crime* against 
women, which were committed In this 
city, early In the year, which aroused 
public indignation to a white heat. No 
motive for the crime has ©Ver been 
discovered, os Constantine and Mrs. 
Gentry were alone In the apartment at 
the time. She died without being able 
to utter a word, and no trace of Con¬ 
stantine was ever discovered nft«ir “he 
had left the building, except from a 
storekeeper, of whom he bought a htu 
thirty minute* after the murder. 

The first Intimation given of the 
crime was by Mrs. tjentry herself, who 
fell down the stairway leading from 
her apartment* against th© doorway of 
a physician, who lived on th© floor be¬ 
low. He at onco opened the door, anl 
and found Mrs. Gentry’ lying against It 
with her throat cut from ear to ear. 
She had evidently Intended to go out, 
os she was dressed for th© street. Her 
death occurred within a few minutes, 
and without her being able to utter a 
single word. 

Constantine was a boarder In the 
Gentry apartments, and a razor marked 
"Q" was found on the floor Just outside 
the doorway. It has always be.-n the 
theory of the police that the murderer 
approached her from behind, and cut 
her throat before she was aware of his 
Intention. 

Constantine was seen by a number of 
people to run from the building, but 
with the exception of the proprietor of 
tho hat store, nobody is known to have 
seen him sine© he left the building. A. 
! W. Gentry, the husband of Mrs. Gentiy, 
who is a prosperous business man, 
• offered Is rge rewards for the arrest of 
; Constantine, and numerous men were 
arrested In all parts of the country, but 
all of them wefe later released. 


St. Petersburg. July 26.—Though it Is 
difficult to obtain a true picture of the 
conditions In the Interior owing to the 
embargo that har been put on pres* 
dispatches all Indications point more 
and more to the postponement of the 
threatened strike until th© Government 
has been less, and the country more 
prepared for such an ©vent; until the 
harvest Is finished and the revolution¬ 
ary movement develops spontaneously 
among the Idle peasantry.

The strategist* of the revolutionary 
councils are laboring with the hot heads 
to Induce them to defer the call for a 
general strike until It can come as u 
supplement to tho movement already 
under way. A definite decision will be 
reached within a day or two In the re¬ 
organized Council of Workmen. 

Th© remnant of the Constitutional 
Democratic Deputies, many of whom, 
after having collected the arrears of 
salary and mileage due them, have 
started homeward, are caucusing indus¬ 
triously; but their Importance ha* 
gone, neither the Government, nor the 
revolutloAsts paying much attention to 
the former dominant party In the lower 
House of Parliament. The Gove»nment. 
Indeed, ho* not abandoned Its efforts 
to enll*t moderates I nthe Cabinet. Pro¬ 
fessor Mourointseff. the president of the 
dissolved house, for whom Premier 
Stolypln was vainly searching with an 
invitation to go to Peterhof while the 
former wa* presiding over the outlaw 
parliament at Viborg, wa* again ap¬ 
proached to-day, but there l* not th© 
slightest prospect that he can b© sway¬ 
ed even by Imperial command to take 
office.

The Cabinet. 

No further change* In the Cabinet 
have been decided upon, but M. Gurko, 
who was assistant to M. Stolypln In the 
Ministry of the Interior, who Is men¬

Minister of Agriculture, and whose 
character may be Judged by the fact 
that he was higher in favor, under both 
PK'hve and Prince Svtatopolk Mlrsky 
probably will be Jettisoned altogether 
by Stolypln. his name alone being suf¬ 
ficient to damn tho new Government. 
The same fate may overtake Military 
Procurator Pavloff. who Is now engaged 
In organizing the League of Esiate 
Owners, to educate the peasantry up to 

his Ideas before the new elections.

Distress In Interior. 

The most urgent problem before the 
Government In cose an Immediate out¬ 
break Is postponed Is the relief of the 
distress In the interior. The Cabinet 
meeting Tuesday evening wo* devoted 
to consideration of this subject and it 
was voted to extend relief works In the 
famine districts. A commission was 
appointed to decide where the budget 
could best be cut to find the $7,500,000 
voted by Parliament for famine relief. 
It will be necessary also to provide 
more cash for the settlement of claims 
for damages to estates during the 
peasant excesses, the committee for 
Yekateflnosiav province alone demand¬ 
ing $150,000 In addition to the $250,000 
already expended, but this 1* capable 

of being deferred.

COMPANY’S FUNDS INVESTED IN 
PRIVATE VENTURES. 


OLD DIRECTORS RE ELECTED. 


Pltt*burg. July 25.—At a sensational 
meeting of th© stockholders of the 
We*tlnghouse Electric and Manufac¬ 
turing Company to-day. George West- 
inghouae, president of the company, 
wa* bitterly assailed, and he wa* 
charged openly by stockholder* with 
launuhlng private venture* with the 
company's funds. The directors were 
charged with abetting him in this, but 
after a bitter squabble the slated di¬ 
rector* were elected and the official co¬ 
terie won out. 

James Oarrothers, one of tho minor- 
11 y stockholders, led th© opponents of 
Mr. WestJnghouse. Th© Incident grew 
out of the report of tne company. Mr. 
Carrothers called attention to the as¬ 
set*. In which were stocks and bonds 
of the Lackiiwunrw. and Wyoming Val¬ 
ley Rapid Transit Company. $6,300,000. 
Mr. Carrothers wanted to know how 
much was stock nnd how much wa* 
bonds. There was a hot discussion, 
and It developed that the capital stock 
of th© Lackawanna and Wyoming Val¬ 
ley Rapid Transit Company is $3,000.- 
000, and that the road cost about $«.- 
000,000. No one wa* sure that theae 
figures were correct, and there was 
more or less confusion. 

Finally Mr, Carrothers said: "We 
have $6,000,000 worth of bonds and 
$800,000 worth of stock. Who has the 
remainder of the Stock? This com¬ 
pany pels up all the money that I* 
spent on the road and get* only $300.- 
000 worth of stock. Why should not 
this company have all the stock If It 
pays for the road?" 

No one pre*ent wa* enabled to ex¬ 
plain th^ report In detail. The adop¬ 
tion of the report wa* moved, but John 
Gr.'gg, one of the directors, said: "Be¬ 
fore we close 1 want to know’ from 
whom th© stock of this rapid transit 
company wa* purchased. I understand 
that these stocks wore purchased from 
Mr. Westlnghouse. that this 1* a pri¬ 
vate corporation, and that Mr. West- 
tngfiouse unloaded the stock on this 
company.” 

A voice was heard, "At twice its 

value." 

After several calls for a vote the 
report w v a* adopted, the old board of 
director* was re-elected with the ex¬ 
ception of James Hoxen Hyde, who is 
succeeded by T. W. Siemon. and Frank 
H. Taylor, who*© place la taken by 
W. R. UptegrafT. 

Yob FEARED. 


New York. July 25.—Some of Harry 
Thaw'* lawyers mad© It known yes¬ 
terday that he would positively go to 
trial for killing Stanford White, and 
that there would be no proceedings In 
the criminal court* looking for an ex¬ 
amination Into hi* mental condition. 
Furthermore It wus said that the trial 
would begin on October 16. 

The prosecution ha* assured Thaw'* 
lawyer* that the District Attorney will 
certainly not apply for a commission to 
examine Thaw*, and that should a 
formal request be mad© by reprosen- 
tatlves of hi* mother for such action. 
It will not be acceded to. Thaw's pres¬ 
ent lawyers were hired to stave off In¬ 
sanity proceedings, and to get a trial 
foT their client.

Counsel Employed By Mother. 

From the fact that the firm retained 
by Thaw's mother Is still working on 
the case, and 1* gathering evidence to 
show that Thaw Is Insane there ha* 
been a lot of speculation as to what 
move Is to be made by thorn. With 
the announcement yesterday that they 
would have no standing in criminal 
proceedings as counsel for Mrs. Will¬ 
iam Thaw, there cam© a report that 
application would be made shortly to 
th© civil court* for th© appointment of 
a Lunacy Commission. It 1* oven siitd 
that within a very short time applica¬ 
tion will be made to the Supreme Court 
by the prisoner’s mother, as the near¬ 
est of kin. 

While Mr*. William Thaw w*ould not 
be recognized In any criminal proceed¬ 
ings. she would be recognized In civil 
proceedings of this kind, and on such 
an application, barkt»d up by affl iavtt* 
of experts declaring Thaw Insane, a 
Supreme Court Judge might order 
Thaw's trial before such a commission. 

According to lawyers who have look¬ 
ed Into the matter, the idtuation would 
be an entirely novel one. no such ap¬ 
plication ever hnving been made before 
In the Supreme Court, in lhe case of a 
person who was facing trial on a crim¬ 
inal charge.

As To Question of SAnity. 


Clifford W, Hartrldge. of counsel for 
Harry K. Thaw, announced to-day that 
the question of Insanity will not enter 
Into Thaw's defense. Mr Hartrldge 
said the publld could take It from Thuw 
that there was no foundation for re- 
ports published to-day that there would 
be a civil commission to examine Into 
the prisoner’s mental condition The 
lawyer declared that Thaw "I* averse 
to posing as an Insane person, and 
that any suggestion In that direction 
makes hltn lippatlent." 

The Evening World to-day published 
an Interview with Mis* Anna Crane, a 
masseuse of this city, whose statement 
wa* taken yesterday by an Assistant 
District Attorney for possible use In 
the Thaw cos©. According to the World 
Interview. Miss Crane, who Is about fif¬ 
ty years old, w*as aent to Paris by Stan¬ 
ford Whit© In IW>4. In response to ap¬ 
peals from Mrs. Nesblt (now Mrs. Hol¬ 
man), Evelyn’s Nesblt** mother, and 
brought the young woman buck to New 
York. Mis* Crane 1* quoted by the 
World as saying that she knew MIsh 
Nesblt before the young w.nnafi and 
her mother went abroad. In 1904. and 
u'ere followed to Pari* by Harry K. 
Thaw. Mr. White, she said, then sent 
for her. told her that h© hnd received 
several communications from Mrs. Hol¬ 
man. and asked her to go to Paris and 
straighten out matters. When she ar¬ 
rived in Pari*. Mis* Crane said, she 
found that all three had been living In 
a beautiful apartment near the Chomp* 
de Elysee. and that Thaw had been the 

principal caller on Mis* NeablL

Miss Crane’s Statement. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 25.—(Special.] 
—Sheriff Sourbier returned to-day from 
a trip to Canada, where he went for 
th© purpose of locating Oscar A. Baker, 
the agent of th© American Tobacco 
Company, who attempted to bribe leg¬ 
islators during the antl-clgarette agi¬ 
tation, and who was Indicted by tho 
local grand jury and fled the State. 

Sourbier aiy* that Baker I* living in 
a Canadian town about Btxty miles 
from the American shore, and la ap¬ 
parently prosperous.

Baker gave It out 
that he was from Buffalo, N. Y.. but 
the officers believed h© wo* a fugitive, 
though they hod not made him out 
when Sourbier arrived.

EHxabcthtown. Ky., July 26.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Henry Clayter, the negro who 
eloped with Ora Gardner, a whit© girl 
of Irvington, and w f a* later Arrested In 
Chicago and brought to thUi city this 
morning for safekeeping, was spirited 
out of here this evening by Deputy 
Shr-rlfT Beard, of Breckenrldge county, 
for fear of a mob from Irvington. There 
were several men here to-day from 
Breckenrldge county who expressed a 
wish to visit the Jail, hence th© hasty 
removal of Clayter. The destination of 
the Deputy Sheriff and his prisoner 1* 
unknown, but It Is thought that the 
negro was taken to Leltchfield. 

Presented In Court Here, 

Henry Clayter. the negro who eloped 
with a white girl from Irvington, Ky„ 
and who wa* brought her© from Chi¬ 
cago for snfe-koeplng. was presented 
In the Police Court y©sterday morning 
on the charge of being a suspected 
felon. W. R. Harper, colored, who ap¬ 
peared In behalf of Clayter. asked that 
the va34* against his client he continued 
until the excitement in Irvington 
should subside. His motion was grant¬ 
ed and the case was continued. Later 
Clayter %vns removed to the Jnll at 
Elizabethtown, where he will remain 
until his case is set for trial at Irving¬ 
ton. It is expected that he will have 
to stand trial on August 20. 


"The day before I got there," said 
Mis* Crane, "a terrible row had taken 
place, and Miss Nesblt had been put 
out of the apartinent by Thaw, who 
acted like a mAnloo.

Miss Crane 
said that Mis* Nesblt showed to her 
bruts©* on her back and arm*, which 
Miss Nesblt said were Inflicted by 
Thaw. Several occasions when she 
was present. Mis* Crane *nId, Thaw- 
tried to choke Miss Nesblt. and left the 
murks of his fingers on her throat. Miss 
Cran© asserted that she saw Thaw’ beat 
Miss Nesblt and that twice when Miss 
Crane Interfered Thaw struck her also. 
It was Thaw'*s habit when he wont out 
on the Parts boulevards td stroll with 
other w’omen. Miss Crane anfd, to l«*ck 
Miss Nesblt and Miss Crane In their 
apartment*.

A SERIES OF RESOLUTIONS. 


London. July 25.—The conference of 
the Interparliamentary Union. aftar a 
prolonged debate, to-dciy adopted the 
following resolutions: 

"The Interparliamentary Union, now- 
assembled tn London, expresses the 
view that the second Hague conference 
should: 

"First—By treaty define contraband 
of war as being restricted to arms, mu¬ 
nitions of war and explosives. 

"Second—Reassert and confirm the 
principle that neither a ship carrying 
contraband of war nor other good* 
aboard such ship not being contraband 
of war may be destroyed. 

"Third—Affirm that even between 
belligerents private property should be 
as immune at sea as it is on land. 

The conference also adopt'd a reso¬ 
lution in favor of the discussion by The 
Hague conference of means to cut down 
the "Intolovablc expenditure on arma¬ 
ments " 

Another resolution provides that each 
national group shall apply to Its own 
Government to grant funds to aid fu¬ 
ture Conferences of the Interparlia¬ 
mentary Union. 

The decision as to the time and place 
of the next conference was left In the 
hsnds ot the International Council. It 
Is said that Si will bo held In Berlin In 
1908. 

The conference then concluded its 
sessions. 

The delegates were entertained at 
luncheon at the House of Lords. A 
deputation of the visitors will be re¬ 
ceived by King Edward at Buckingham 
Palace to-morrow. 

Lord Chancellor Loreburn presided 
at the luncheon at the House of Lords, 
and Ambassador Reid, Paul Cambon. 
the French Ambassador; Count Bonk- 
endorff, the Russian Ambassador, and 
cither members of the diplomatic corps; 
the Speaker of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Lowther; Herbert Gladstone, tli- 
Home Secretary; Chief Secretary for 
Ireland Bryce. \YUliom J. Bryan and 
Prince Hllkoft were among the dis¬ 
tinguished guests. Mr. Bryan made 
the hit of the occasion with a brilliant 
bit of word painting, describing the 
glories of peace, hls text being that a 
noble life is better thun death on the 
bivttlefield. Prolonged applause greet¬ 
ed Mr. Bryan's oratorical effort. 

Several of the members of the union 
were guests at a dinner given by the 
Foreign Press Association at the Ho¬ 
tel Cecil to-night. Mr. Bartholdi re¬ 
plied on behalf of the United States to 
a toast to the delegates to the union. 

The delegates and their ladles vis¬ 
ited Windsor Castle during the after¬ 
noon. They were received by the offi¬ 
cials and conducted through the royal 
apartments and gardens by special In¬ 
vitation of King Edward. Tea was 
served in the conservatory.

M’CHORD PREDICTS VICTORY. 


Frankfort, Ky.. July 25.—[Special.]— 
Charging In a petition filed in the 
United States District Court here to¬ 
day that the action of the Kentucky 
Railroad Commission in ordering a re¬ 
duction of freight rates by one-fourth 
of the scale fixed by the operators, 
would be confiscation of the property, 
the Louisville ami Nashville, the Cin¬ 
cinnati Southern, the Southern Rail¬ 
way In Kentucky, the Illinois Central 
and the N. C. ana St. L. Railroad Com¬ 
panies to-day. through counsel ask that 
the commission be restrained from put¬ 
ting Into effect Its recently announced 
tariff for complainants. Clerk Chap¬ 
man, of the court. Issued a temporary 
restraining Older, which the attorneys 
for the raltrusd companies to-night took 
to Maysvitle to receive the signature of 
Judge Cochran. A date will be act for 
hearing a motion to make this order 
permanent and argument will be heard 
In support of and against it. 

In anticipation of the filing of the 
action by the companies complaining. 
Chairman C C. McChord. of the Rail¬ 
road Commission, came here to-day for 
conference with /Commissioners Biler 
and Ferguson, and together with Gov. 
Beckham, relative to the employment 
of counsel to represent the Common- 
wealth and the commission in the argu¬ 
ment before Judge I'ochr&n and 
throughout th© courts, as the case will 
b© taken to the United States Supreme 
Court. Judge William Llnds&y and 
Col. Bennett Young are counsel for the 
commission in the rate matter' before 
that body, but were not engaged for a 
fight In the courts at tho time they 
were retained. 

The petition in the case of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville company covers 
nlxty-flve typewritten pages, and those 
In the other cases about twenty-five 
pages each. The petitions were for¬ 
warded this afternoon to Judge Coch¬ 
ran. The main points raised In all of 
the cases are Identical, that the rates 
fixed by the commission, which are a 
one-fourth reduction of the old rates, 
are in fact Confiscation of property, 
and that tho act under which the com- 
mission attempted to fix them Is un¬ 
constitutional. The question of the 
constitutionality of the McChord law. 
under which the commission acted, has 
once been before th© United States Su¬ 
preme Court, and was there upheld.

It was stated at yesterday's meeting 
that Walter Damroseh's manager will 
b« In Louisville August 7. when he 
will be conferred with regarding many 
details necessary for the success of the 
society. The meeting yesterday was 
preskW-d over by BL H. Bowen, presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade. 

“Th© meeting to-day was the 
result of a gathering of some of 
out prominent and enterprising citi¬ 
zens, Including representatives from 
the commercial and musical or¬ 
ganisations at a dinner given Prof. 
Damrosch a few weeks ago on a hur¬ 
ried visit to Louisville. At that time 
the representatives of the organizations 
named pledged the support of their or¬ 
ganizations to secure a biennial May 
Music Festival for Louisville." said 
M r Bowen. 

"The dbject Is to encourage the cul¬ 
tivation and love of music, vocal arid 
Instrumental, In Louisville and vicinity

It was de¬ 
termined to open at the Richmond 
school early In September next, the 
model or practice school, provided for 
In the act for the purpose of giving ob¬ 
servation Work to student teachers. 

The determination not to open the 
Normal Schools until January was due 
to delay caused by recent litigation in- 
rtltuted to test the constitutionality of 
th© legislative 8ct. by seeking to re¬ 
strain the payment of the appropria¬ 
tion out of the State treasury. Also 
because quite a number of the mem¬ 
bers of the Boards of Regents for the 
schools are of the opinion that in Sep¬ 
tember would be an undesirable time 
to open, because many teachers will 
at that time be engugod In th© schools 
of the counties. 

Many details looking to the prepara¬ 
tion of th© schools for the opening were 
discussed at the meeting, as well as 
the price* for board for students at 
Richmond and Bowling Green, and It 
was determined that th© pay of th© 
presidents of the schools should start 
at once. The deeds for th© buildings 
donated by th© citizens of Bowling 
Green to secure location of the schools 
were presented and referred to the At¬ 
torney General for Inspection. The 
S 19.000 appropriated for preparing this 
school will be paid upon hls report. 

The resolution adopted by the regents 
expressing determination not to open 
the schools until January next, was 
offered by Senator J, W. Omnmack, of 
Owen county.

' DETWEEN AMERICANS AND 
PULAJANES IN PHILIPPINES. 


Announcement Comes From London 
As the Result of Recent Experi¬ 
ments With Mice. 



London. July 25.—As the result of the 
experiments with mice the Superintend¬ 
ent of the Imperial Cancer Res# arch 
Fund laboratory announced to-day at 
a meeting of the subscriber* to tho 
fund that the prospects of discover¬ 
ing the mystery of the origin of cancer 
were more hopeful than ever. Experts 
he said are now nJblo to reproduce In 
mice all the feature* of spontaneoup 
cancer and to protect healthy mice 
from th© consequences by Inoculation. 
Out of a hundred mice inoculated to 
produce' the disease ninety developed 
tumors, but In the protected animals no 
tumor* occurred. It had also be?n 
found that the body fluids of protected 
mice Injected Into mice with expert, 
mental cancer retarded the growth of 
uell established tumors. The superin¬ 
tendent said that the experiments must 
be carried further before it enn be as¬ 
certained whether they will have a 
bearing on the treatment of the dlsens© 
in mankind. _ 

ALLEGED SAFE BLOWERS 
CAUGHT AFTER LONG RUN. 


Tlx© Chase, Which Extended Over 
Thirty Blocks, Ends In a Hand- 
To-Hand Fight. 

Rockford. lit. July 26.—After n chase 
extending thirty blocks and follov «*! 
by a hand-to-hand fight on Rockford 
College grounds at daylight to-dny Po¬ 
licemen Graham and Quinn arrested 
two men. who it Is alleged had rob¬ 
bed nearly every safe and vault In th* 
Biown building, a six-story offic e struc¬ 
ture. The prisoners. "h» were well 
dressed, guv© their tiam^ as Edward 
Williams nnd Georg* Evrrott and their 
residence as Chicago Nearly tl.OQO in 
bills and a large number of cheeks, 
drafts and other valuable papers were 
found on the prisoner*.

It Is Reported the Latter Lost 150, 
While Only One of Former 
Was Wounded. 


Snn Francisco, July 26.—A special ca¬ 
ble dispatch to the Examiner from Ma¬ 
nila says; 

"A detachment of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry, colored, nnd a oompany of 
native constabulary were attacked yes¬ 
terday by hundreds of Pulajanes while 
on ft if oil between the towns of Toloss 
jind Do mam i. Island of Leyte, and a 
desperate battle took place and the rout 
of the fanatics. The only American 
casualty was one Sergeant of the con¬ 
stabulary wounded." 

Later estimates place the number ot 
Pulajanes dead and wounded at 1&0. 
Th© fight took place In thick underwood 
and lasted .10 minutes. The Pulajanes, 
who are s&ld to have numbered five 
hundred men. armed with guns and 
bolos, charged the America! column 
three times. The latter was composed 
of fifty constabulary, commanded by 
Capt. Neville, and twenty-six colored 
soldiers of the Twenty-fourth Infantry, 
conuniuidcd by Capt. MeMaster. 

Since the fighttng of yesterday the 
column has not struck the Pulajanes 
again.

Judge Hazelrigg cite* four decisions 
of the Appellate Uourt as sustaining 
his contention. Two of the cases were 
written by himself. one by Chief Justice 
Hobson and one by fonner Judge Du 
Retie. The cases are: Shelby vs Mc¬ 
Cullough). 0» Kentucky, 17*; Todd vs. 
Johnson. 00 Kentucky, u4S; Neely va. 
McCullurn, 21 R. 823; Eversolo va 
Brown, 21 R.. 925. 

A paragraph of section 152 of the 
Constitution reads* *’lt the ur.explrcd 
term wW not end at the next succeed¬ 
ing annual cleotlon. at which each city, 
town, county, district or State □flU'eni 
are to be electwi. amd If three months 
intervene before said succfwdlng an¬ 
nual election at which osih city, towu. 
oounty. district or 8to*e officer# arc to 
bo elected, the office shall be filled by 
appointment until said election, and 
then said vacancy shall he filled by 
©l<x*tlon for the remainder of the !©rm.** 

Judge Paynter wax elected to th** Ap¬ 
pellate bench for hla last term In 11*12. 
The eight-year term will expire In ltlfl, 
which ho construes will not be at the 
next succeeding annual election at 
which city. town, county, district or 
State officers are to be elected—Novem¬ 
ber. 1907. This year congressional can¬ 
didates are to be elected In eleven dis¬ 
tricts. The question Is as to whether 
or not the congressional district elec¬ 
tions thla fall would meet the require¬ 
ments of the Constitution.

The Anti-Labor Ride. 

Mr D. M. Parry I* known as one of 
;the most determined opponents of 
many of the demands of organised Ia- 
bor. He does not take very' seriously 
the Vesolve of Mr. Compere with refer¬ 
ence to the entry of organized labor 
Into politics. Tie remarks that he 
thinks more can be accomplished by 
affiliation with the great parties than 
by the organisation of a labor party as 
•uch, which seems to Indicate that Mr. 
Parry has not read the news very close¬ 
ly. for the course that meets bin ap 
proval is the very one chosen by Mr. 
. Gompers. Then Mr. Parry lays down 
' some general principles as follows: 

"There are about thrve Interests that 
men have In life, that they win not al¬ 
low anyone to Interfere with. The first 
la hla family, the second his business and 
the third hto politics. The members of 
organized labor are now largely allied 
with the one or the other of the large 
parties And the clear-beaded, anne- 
mlnded laboring man Is not going to bren* 
bis old party adulations to follow after 
Strang*.- gods True, there will be, 
there always have been, mm radical 
enough to break their old party affiances 
and work to the radical end by means of 
a new organization. For the moot part 
ttoso men have found berths In the So¬ 
cialist pony. But such men do not rep¬ 
resent the average, conservative, clear- 
hendsd workingman The average work¬ 
ingman wilt continue. In the immediate 
future, to do as he has done In the past 
^flZlck with his old parti* organisation." 

The soundness of these views need 
not be questioned, but the third Is that 
which Is most Interesting In this con¬ 
nection. It Is undoubtedly true that 
the work of Interfering with one’s poli¬ 
tics is arduous. The majority of first 
voters adopt -their fathers’ views on poi. 
itlcs, or If there are none, the party af¬ 
filiations of their fathers, and the most 
of them stick to them during life, un¬ 
less there Is a disintegration of parties 
and the formation of new ones. Even 
in the latter case they are apt to go 
with the majority of the members of 
the party to which they belonged. But 
this rule Is subject to an exception that 
deprives It of a large part of its force. 
While the majority cling to their old 
parties a minority go from wide to side, 
as circumstances and their views of 
them may dictate. This mobile element 
not Infrequently Is numerous enough to 
hold the balance of power A great 
majority of the Republicans voted for 
Blaine In 1884. but he was defeated be¬ 
cause there was a division among them 
In the State of Neve York. A ma¬ 
jority of thosq who voted for Cleveland 
in 1892 voted for Bryan In 1898 und 
1900. but there was enough who did not 
to turn the scale. And so It often 
happens that a minority that would 
not have amounted to anything prac¬ 
tically as a separate party may trans¬ 
fer dominion from one party to another 
The party that commands this mobile 
element, or the overwhelming majori¬ 
ty of it. will carry the country. 

Mr. Parry says that the sane-minded 
tailoring man is not going to break his 
old party affiliations to follow after 
•trange gods. But that depends. If 
he has had a conviction that a certain 
party wtmld do what be desires, and 
If experience has sallsffed him that he 
was wrong, he may break hfs old par- 
ty affiliations without In the least 
-hanging his convictions ns to what 
Might to be done. He simply recog¬ 


nises that he was wrong in his selec¬ 
tion of an agent to carry out hi» con¬ 
viction*. His views of public policy 
remain the same, but he reallsea that 
he has gone Che wrong way to work 
to get them crystallised Into law*. 

Mr. Parry says that the only pledge 
than labor should exact from a candi¬ 
date Is that all classes should be 
treated alike; that neither the capi¬ 
talist nor The laborer should be neg¬ 
lected. Now, this Is a good principle, 
but it *hus not always been found to 
work well in practice. The candidate 
for office practically always declares 
himself for the square deal fon every¬ 
body. He is In favor of economy, the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
equal and exact Justice to ull and ex¬ 
clusive privileges to none, and the like. 
But In the application of these fine 
principles there is often a failure to 
give satisfaction. The friend of econ¬ 
omy may be found voting for oil the 
steals that men of influence organize 
for plundering the treasury. The late 
Congress started out with a resolution 
to be intensely economical, even parsi¬ 
monious. and It appropriated nearly a 
billion by arrangements for Issuing 
bonds. The advocate of the square 
deal is also found voting for all sorts 
of special privileges or exemptions for 
the men who own him, and against 
everything desired by a majority of 
those who voted for him. Hence the 
resolve to take note how* fully a man 
has carried out his ante-election 
pledges Is eminently wise and just. It 
does not matter whether the demands 
made by the voter are wise or not. If 
he Insists that they be carried out. he 
feels quite justified in opposing those 
whom he has found hostile to them. 

Of course there are more things to be 
regarded than the demands of labor 
unions for the passage of certain laws. 
But when candidates have been found 
to carry out their general principles in 
a way that is considered hostile, it In¬ 
vites also a look Into their claim that 
their legislation has created prosperity. 
Tills Is known by all careful students 
of existing conditions to be impudently 
false. An examination of It by the la¬ 
boring men will convince them of this, 
and when once they begin to study the 
real causes that have brought about 
prosperity, they will find that they 
have been the victims of a bunco game. 
When the whole question Is opened and 
these general declarations for a square 
deal have been examined, it will bo 
found that the Republican party Is 
bound hand and foot to trusts and com¬ 
bines, to caste and privilege, and that 

/ 

it la the implacablo enemy of the 
"square deal.** which It iisoa solely for 
purposes of delusion. It is, therefore, 
by no means certain that these de¬ 
lusions founded on false generalities, 
can be perpetuated. 


I power and become dominant In the em¬ 
pire. This would have been revolution. 
It is true, but It Is only through rev¬ 
olution that a people worthy Of free¬ 
dom ever achieve their Independence. 
The autocratic power of King* and 
f&mperors is so great that they never 
yield except to force. It is Byron who 
said: "Hereditary bondsmen! Know ye 
not who would be free, themselves 
must strike the blow." And It applies 
with particular force in the present 
case.__ Failing in the opportunity. It 
would seem as If there would be an¬ 
other cycle of absolutism before an¬ 
other opportunity shall occur. 

A period of repression has no doubt 
set tn. the turning point of which may 
be remote. The Uxar. to give himself 
relief from the active work of keeping 
down the revolutionary element which 
now will be as active as It dare, will 
probably, as Intimated, follow the ex¬ 
ample of his grandfather, Alexander 
II., and appoint a dictator. The fate 
of this ancestor Is doubtless a warning 
to Nicholas n. He was the first of the 
long line of ruler# who took the 
shackles off hi* people in their emanci¬ 
pation in 1861. But It gave him little 
peace. His life was made miserable by 
attempts at assassination. It was after 
an escape from death by the explosion 
of & bomb Intended for him In the 
winter palace that he appointed Mellkof 
temporary dictator of the ermptro. A 
year Inter, he was assassinated by a 
successful bomb thrower. This oc¬ 
curred in March. 1881. A quarter of a 
century has passed without a repetition 
of the tragedy ns to a Cxar. but the 
number of high officials who have 
shared the same fate shows that the 
Nihilist is still availing himself of the 
same dread weapon and that Russia Is 
confronted with the sdme problem of 
absolutism on the one hand and an 
archy on the other, the two millstones 
between the rough grooves of which 
the helpless people appear to have lit¬ 
tle chance of escape. What an Irony of 
fate it seems that a nation which 
brought Into life The Hague confer¬ 
ence to promote International peace anJ 
which all the Powers are disposed to 
accept for that end. la helpless In the 
preservation of Its own internal good 
order. Fortunate It would be If their 
good offices could promote peace in 
Russia, since Its Internal dissensions 
not only affect that empire itself, but 
are a menace also to Its neighbors.

STATE POLITICS. 


A Gloomy Outlook. 

Nothing la mors marked than the te¬ 
nacity with w'hlch a despotic Govern¬ 
ment holds on to lta power over the poo 
pie and resists any attempt on the part 
of the latter to secure recognition of 
their natural rights. Exemplification 
of this Is now being given In Russia 
After demonstrations of the peo¬ 
ple since the 22d of January incident, 
the Cxar, as apparently the least dim¬ 
erous alternative for peace In the Em¬ 
pire. encouraged them to believe 
that they would be Invested with cer¬ 
tain political rights, which for the time 
averted a catastrophe. The poxver of 
the Zemstvos was enlarged, a limited 
right of suffrage granted and the Dou- 
ma or National Assembly, elected un¬ 
der the provisions of a ukape. convened 
with imperial pomp. The popular ele¬ 
ment of this body proved to be largely 
In the majority, and from the Inception 
it w<u» evident that the two radical 
forces In the Empire W'cre pitted 
against each other with little proba¬ 
bility of the development of any ac¬ 
cord. The antagonistic elements were 
face to face, the Imperial absolutists 
claiming the supremacy of the funda¬ 
mental laws and the National Assem¬ 
bly Interpreting Its existence as cloth¬ 
ing It with supreme legislative author¬ 
ity. 

It was evident from the outset that 
It was only a question of a brief while 
when ono of two thing9 would oc¬ 
cur; either the Douma os the head of a 
successful revolution, would overturn 
the Imperial Government, or the Ctnr 
asserting his paramount and autocratic 
power, would overturn the Douma, and 
resume his former sway. For a time 
he temporized with the legislative 
body and gave vitality to one of its 
acts, the appropriation of a large 
sum for the relief of certain provinces. 
The Douma become more and more 
self-assertive under a false estimate* of 
Its power, until suddenly the Czar ex¬ 
ecuted a coup d’etat and prorogued the 
Assembly, at the same time exhibiting 
unmistakable evidence of his prepara¬ 
tions and power to prevent successful 
resistance. 

Thus the situation resolves Itself Into 
a return to the same condition which 
existed eighteen months ago. when the 
Imperial power was absolute, except 
that, In the meantime, ft has been 
made more secure In its tenure. Then 
the war with Japan and discontent in 
the army were threatening factors to 
encourage revolution. Now peace 
has been restored under favor¬ 
able conditions. Discontent In the army 
has ceased with the return of the re¬ 
servists, and by the temporary pfacu- 
tlon of the revolutionary element with 
the nominal grant of legislative func¬ 
tions, the Cxar has strengthened him- 
•olf. In the popular movement 
there were many points of re¬ 
semblance to the French Revolution 
at Its inception. The demand .if the 
people*waa similar os regards a Na¬ 
tional Assembly and the right of ihe 
people to a share In the government. 
The parallel would have gone tarthor 
hud the Douinn, ns 1 the National As¬ 
sembly of France In lt|i course tows id 
the King, subordinated the Czar to ;ts 


Arctic Explorers and Their Aims. 
With Walter Wellman at Hammers- 
feet busily engaged in the task of pre¬ 
paring for his-aerial flight in quest of 
the North Foie. It is Interesting to note 
the progress of other explorers now in 
the field, as explained by Dr. Hurlburt, 
librarian of the American Geographical 
Society. In the New York Herald. 

There are five exploration parties 
rummaging about in the frozen North, 
two of which are definitely bont on 
reaching the Pfcle. 

Peary sailed July 26. 1905. from North 
Sydney. N. S.. In the steamship Roose¬ 
velt. hla plan having been to make 
Lady Franklin Bay and to travel 
thence by sledge to the Dole. He has 
not been heard of since, but by the 
middle of September the Peary Arctic 
Club expects word from him. It Is rea¬ 
soned by his friends that should no 
news come from him then. It will mean 
that he requires another year for hla 
work. They believe that In such an 
event Peary will start some Eskimos 
south wi(h a message, which should 
reach them In the United States in No¬ 
vember. 

Wellman, already 600 miles from the 
Pole, expects to sail away in his airship 
some time ip August. He calculates 
that he will W able to reach the Pole 
and return to Hammcrsfest In six days. 

A! H. Harrison, an Englishman, set 
out In July of last year from Mackenzie 
river to spend the winter on Bonks 
Island and explore Boaufort Sea. News 
of him recently received by tho Amer¬ 
ican Geographical Society is to the ef¬ 
fect that, having left Athabasca Land¬ 
ing In a boat built to transport his sup¬ 
plies, he reached Arctic Red river Oc¬ 
tober 4. He*spent last winter, to use 
his own words, "making a short sur¬ 
vey with perambulator, prisma:ic com¬ 
pass and sextant." Afterward he went 
down the Peel river to Fort MacPher- 
son. In February he reached Herschel 
Island, where he (%me upon Capt. 
Amundsen’s crew. Next winter Dr. 
Harrison will comp on Banks Island, 
and Inter on he will explore the Beau¬ 
fort Sea and Parry archipelago 

A somewhat similar expedition was 
undertaken by Messrs, Mlkkelsen, an 
American, and l>mngwell. an English¬ 
man, who started May 20 from Mack¬ 
enzie river in search of new Arctic 
land. Their schooner, the Duchess of 
Bedford, was expected to enter Bering 
Sea about August L 

The fifth expedition is that of a 
Dane, My Ileus Ertcksen, who Is headed 
for the northeast coast of Greenland, 
whence he hopes to travel on auto¬ 
sledges to the Pole. 

It is seen from these accounts that 
the cause of science Is not being neg- 
lecled. Whether the promptings of the 
various travelers come from a craving 
for adventure and excitement, from a 
fondness for notoriety or from devotion 
to the field of learning, It Is the field 
of learning that must gain the profit In 
the end. Tfiere Is a certain romantic 
element In the life of the explorer 
which must hold great fascination for 
him. And the element Is not lost upon 
the general public, either, no matter 
how much some persona cavil and 
dwell upon tho futility of many of the 
tasks they set out to accomplish— 
such, for Instance, as this one of seek¬ 
ing the Pole. The exploits of the ex¬ 
peditions Just recounted will hold the 
Interest of the majority of readers 
when the tales of their feats and perils 
come out at last.

False Pretenses, As Usual. 

There Is no room to doubt that the 
Republicans feel very nervous about 
the result of the congressional elections, 
and they are eager to lay hold of 
some issue on which they can fairly 
hope to win. Regarding the President 
as the most popular man In his party, 
they are diffusing the idea that the 
election of a Democratic House would 
be a serious blow to President Roose¬ 
velt. In view of the fact that his most 
prominent measures received their 
best support from the Democrats, 
this plea Is ftilse and hypocritical; 
but it now seems to bo the 
best that the leaders can devisa It 
Is well known, too. that many of 
these leaders are already very tired of 
Mr Roosevelt, and willing to thwart 
hla designs whenever they dare. 

Another false protense Is that tha 
corporations are not going to give any¬ 
thing to the Republicans, so an appeal 
Is made to the seven or eight millions 
of the rank ajid file to contribute & do! 
U»r each. In this way R la hoped <hat 
three or four millions may be‘Collected 
to btiy votes. When these contributions 
are all In, the corporations that favor 
the Republicans will supplement them 
with large donations, and a great cor¬ 
ruption fund will thereby bo created. 
Those who Imagine that the Republic¬ 
an* will make this fight without money 
will find themselves badly disappointed.

To 
hla native city of Hamburg he left a 
handsome estate to he devoted to pub- 
bilc uses. or. If not practicable, to be 
sold after twenty year* and the pro¬ 
ceeds applied to charitable purposes. 
The larger Items aj-e $1,000,000 to the 
University of Johannesburg, $1,000,000 
to educational and charitable purposes 
In Rhodesia and $6,000,000 in trust to 
facilitate communication along the 
Cape-to-Calro railroad. Not Including 
the large legacies to hla nelatlvca und 
friends, botddea the Items given, there 
were ten or twelve bequests of from 
$t»OlOOO to $250,000 to education and 
c*. -ole objects, chiefly In London 
and South Africa.

SPOILED MEAT FOUND 
IN COLD STORAGE 


SEIZED BY LIVE STOCK INSPECT¬ 
OR AND CONFISCATED. 


DR BRADLEY SAYS HE DOES NOT 
KNOW OWNERS. 


KEEPING SHARP LOOKOUT. 


Slimy and covered with a lot of white 
fur, or mold, a lot of spoiled meat was 
found In the cold storage plant at 
Wenxel and Main streets yester lay 
morning by Dr. S. A. Bradley. Live 
Stock and Meat Inspector, and con¬ 
demned us unfit for food. The tainted 
meat, which consisted of fifty-one 
sheep, one hog and 300 pounds of betf. 
was Confiscated by Dr. Bradley who 
secured an express wagon and had the 
entire, lot sent, to a fertilising plant, 
whose it w ill be rendered Into soup. 

“I don't know to whom the meat be¬ 
longed, " said Dr. Bradley yesterday 
afternoon. "The meat wai placed In 
cold storage by different outchers. At 
the cold storage plant then is no rec¬ 
ord to show who pin rod the meat then* 
Butchers who place meat in cold stor¬ 
age arc provided with brass checks 
bearing numbers that vwvspori wtin 
the numbers on the checks that are 
placed .on the meat in cold storage. 
The method Is the same as that em¬ 
ployed in checking trunks. Unless th© 
holders of the checks put lit an ap¬ 
pearance und call for their meat, their 
Identity is not disclosed.*' 

Dr. Bradley said yesterday that even 
hud he- been able to learn to whom the 
meat belonged he could not nave sworn 
out warrants for their arrest. 

•'Before 1 could bring about ih« ar¬ 
rest of a man for having tainted meat 
In hts possession, he most huv» It dlr- 
played on a counter for ^ale " he said. 
•'Even then, it Is ilrfU ult to secure a 
conviction unless 1 can prove • on- 
oluslvely that tainted meat has been 
•old." 

The selxure of tainted m*?at yester¬ 
day was the first made by Dr. Bradley 
In months. He Is on the meat market 
most of the time, and has been keeping 
•uch a sharp lookout for tainted meat 
that the butchers are fearful to offer 
It for sale. Especially on Saturday 
nights Dr. Bradley guards the markets, 
and his watchfulness Is having the 
proper effect.

Woman’s Auxiliary to Colored Teamsters’ Union Seems to 
Be the Ruling Spirit 


Colored women to the number of a 
score or more last month formed a 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the Colored 
Teamsters' Union. No. 10. When the 
Idea was suggested to the colored wo¬ 
men, closely associated with the mem¬ 
bers of the union, some time ago. It was 
received cordially and negotiations 
opened with headquarters of the Inter¬ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters 
resulted In the granting of a chatter to 
Colored Woman's Auxiliary' of Local 
No. 10. 

Membership In that auxiliary was 
desirable. It added much to the social 
prestige of the members, and they 
held their heads high up In the air. That 
auxiliary had lots to do. It planned 
picnics, had regular and semi-regular 
meetings, with a chairman, secretary, 
committees and other desirable things, 
and conducted Itself strictly to Itself. 
Much gossip resulted among those who 
were not favored with membership, but, 
nevertheless. It was desirable, and other 
cpiored women, who are close to colored 
men. members of other unions, took 
thought of organizing similar auxili¬ 
aries.

A meeting I 
of the colored women who are close to I 
the hod carriers was held last week, 
and preliminary arrangements mode for 
the organizing of a Woman's Auxiliary 
to that union. The application was 
drawn up and forwarded to the head¬ 
quarters of the International Order of 
Affiliated Hod Carriers, und everything 
appeared to be smooth sailing. 

What wau the consternation, how¬ 
ever, when the response came that It 
would be necessary for the women of 
the Hod Carriers’ Union to obtain the 
second of th»? Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Teamstc-rs' Union before the char¬ 
ter could be granted. The women of 
the Hod Carriers' Union now iu*e In a 
quandary* Whether to humble them- 
selves before their exalted sisters and 
whether. If they did so, their exalt«*d 
sisters would hear their appeal with 
favor, are questions which are discuss¬ 
ed very much Just now In Hod Carriers' 
Union circles and questions which, as 
yet, remain unanswered. It Is hoped,

Union to open the gates of social pref¬ 
erence to those willing ones of the 
Hod Carrlera' Union. 


POSTMASTER WOODS 
BACK FROM CAPITAL 


PLANNING NUMEROUS IMPROVE¬ 
MENTS EN SERVICE. 


WELL BEGIN AT ONCE TO LOCATE 
ADDITIONAL SUBSTATIONS. 


BESIEGED BY APPLICANTS. 


For the purpose of explaining why he 
drew the proposed fire line in the city 
of Louisville as he did. MaJ. Fllmore 
Tyson yesterday escorted a party con¬ 
sisting of Owen Tyler, acting Mayor; 
Daniel E. O'Sullivan, assistant City 
Attorney; Col. R. J. Tllford, Building 
Inspector, and members of the Board 
of Public Safety and Board of Public 
Works over the proposed route. The 
party left the City Hall yesterday af¬ 
ternoon at 2:30 o'clock. Several con¬ 
veyances were required to accommo¬ 
date all. The route of the fire line, as 
suggested by MaJ. Tyson, has already 
been published. 

Daniel E. O'Sullivan, assistant City 
Attorney, \vho is at work on the ordin¬ 
ance providing for the establishment 
of a fire line In Louisville, said yes¬ 
terday afternoon that likely It would 
be ready to be introduced into th» 
lower board of the General Council 
within the next few weeks. The clause 
referring to a fin line In Louisville Is 
* m bo died In the now ordinance govern¬ 
ing the Building Inspector's office that 
Is being framed by Mr. O'Sullivan. 
There In a general feeling In favor of a 
fire line In Louisville, and while It 
will require several years perhaps be¬ 
fore Its good effects become evident, 
there Is a consensus of opinion that a 
fire line should be established. 

Should the new ordinance governing 
the Building Inspector’s office pass the 
General Council no frame structure* 
can lie erected In the future within a 
prescribed territory taking In the heart 
of the business district of the city and 
many outlying factories. 


Postmaster Woods and District At¬ 
torney Du Relle arrived home yester¬ 
day at noon from their two days’ visit 
to Washington, and both put In a busy 
day In looking after various matters 
that had accumulated during their ab¬ 
sence. Postmaster Woods received sev¬ 
eral callers during the afternoon, who 
came In the Interests of themselves or 
others who hope to profit as a result 
of the postmaster's fruitful visit to 
Washington, which, In addition to 
twenty-three promotions In the Louis¬ 
ville post-office, yielded two new sub¬ 
stations and two additional clerks for 
the department. 

"I am glad to get back to Loulsvilte," 
said Mr. Woods during an Interview, 
when his office was free from callers 
and he found time to pause In his ex¬ 
amination of a pile of unanswered cor¬ 
respondence. "I have heard people com¬ 
plaining ai>out the heat and humdllty 
of Louisville, but It Is nothing to he 
compared tvlth what I experienced 
Monday at the nation's capltul. Accus¬ 
tomed as I am to torrldlty. so far as 
weather Is concerned, I actually suf¬ 
fered on that day. The post-office will 
not hAve six additional clerks. Only 
two additional ones will be added to the 
department at present. That Is all I 
asked for, 

"The Postal Department at Washing¬ 
ton was very liberal with me. As a 
matter of fact, however, my visit to 
the capital was more for the purpose 
of paying my respects to the various 
heads of the Postal Department than a 
business mission, although 1 did dis¬ 
cuss some of the needs of the Louisville 
post-office with the officials. As soon 
as I become settled into the office of 
|K>ntmasier I shall make a careful and 
exhaustive study of our local postal 
deportment, and where 1 find weak 
places I shall endeavor to re-enforce 
and strengthen them. I believe In be¬ 
ing progressive, and there Is no reason 
why Louisville should not have the 
finest postal service in the United 
States. At any rate, I am going to get 
everything that I can nt Washington 
for the Louisville post-office." 

Postmaster Woods stated that he h^-1 
not as yet seriously considered locations 
for the new substations. He will at 
once Institute Inquiries where the 
greatest demand for them is indicated 
and make his recommendations to the 
department. 

The two new clerkships will probably 
be filled before Saturday, as the ap¬ 


pointees are to begin work Monday. 
The salaries are $600 a year each. 

QUITS SERVICE. 


W. H. Hays Succeeded By John T. 
McGinnis As Deputy Revenue Col¬ 
lector. 

J. A. Craft, collector of Internal reve¬ 
nue. yesterday received the resignation 
of John T. McGinnis as storekeeper- 
gauger, who has filled the position at 
Banlwtown for six years. Mr. McGin¬ 
nis will assume the duties of deputy 
collector of Internal revenue In the 
Banistnwn district, to which he was 
recently appointed to succeed W. H.

FAMILY RESCUED 

BY LIFE-SAVERS. 


Drifting Rapidly Toward the Falls In 
Houseboat When Assist¬ 
ance Came. 


Ignorant of the existence of the Ohio 
falls, James Meek, his wife and their 
three children, would have drifted to 
certain death yesterday morning but 
for the timely action of the llfesavers. 
The members of the family were from 
Wilmington, VY. Va., and were on their 
way to Bloomfield. Ind., as was ascer¬ 
tained by the Ilfesavers after they were 
rescued from their houseboat, which 
was drifting with the current of the 
liver toward the rapids. 

The man on the lookout at the life¬ 
saving station at Fourth and the river 
noticed the houseboat approaching the 
falls And both crews were ordered to 
the rescue. The crews succeeded in 
reaching the houseboat when It was 
near the mplds, and. with desperate 
exertion, towed the boat out of the 
swift current and to the station. Here 
one of the lifesaving boats remained 
at the station, while the other towed 
the houselKiat to the canal In ord^r 
to Insure It from the danger of the 
falls.
